Meanwhile,'U.S. B52 bombers 


made heavy strikes in the 
southern part of North Viet- 
nam, aimed primarily at fuel 
supplies for the Quang Tri and 
Hue battlefields. 


Thirty of the Stratofortresses

Dukes died Monday less than 


24 hours after Mrs. Davis told 
police she shot him with a .38- 
caliber revolver that she had 
purchased for self-protection a 
year ago and had never fired. 


"You ought to be ashamed," 


Mrs. Davis told Sgt. Beck as 
she sat in a hospital awaiting 
treatment Sunday night while 
surgeons 
struggled 
to save 


Dukes' 
life. "You policemen 


should be ashamed for letting a 
man like Dukes out on the 
street.

on how to be a good parent. 


"Parents need to talk to 


their children more, to rein- 
force the child's natural curi- 
osity. For instance, instead of 
silently washing the dishes 
with the children about, moth- 
ers should carry on a conver- 
sation with then* children 
about washing dishes. 


"Parents need to verbally 
praise and punish their chil- 
dren instead of physically 
doing it. They have a respon- 
sibility to create opportunities 
for their children to explore 
new things, to be curious and 
persistent." 


He gave an example of 


placing sought - after toys not 
directly in the hands of tod- 
dlers but just out of reach, so 
the child will move and enjoy 
the experience of getting the 
toy for himself. 


News magazines, m a j o r 


newspapers, and professional 
journals have carried articles 
recently about the Milwaukee 
Project, a pre-school experi- 
ment that began six years 
ago. Heber had found from 
census data that most of the 
mentally retarded were living 
in the inner-city slum area; 
but more importantly, he 
found most of the children 
with low IQs in the slum area 
had mentally retarded par- 
ents. 


Mothered Children 


So he set up a program that 


took a select group of infants 
from these parents out of 
their homes and into the 
intensive care of specially 
trained teachers who stayed 
with the children most of the 
day, talking with them, play- 
ing with them — mothering 
them. 


Surrounded by attentive 


teachers, spending the day in 
a stimulating environment, 
the experimental group of 
children, who are now school 
age, d e v e l o p e d a normal 
range of IQs. 


A recent headline in The 


New York Times declared: 
"Tests Find IQs Can be Lifted 
for Children of Retarded." 
The article quoted Caroline 
Hoffman, director of the Mil- 
waukee Infant Education Cen- 
ter: 
"The definitive proof of the 
experiment really won't be 
known until we test the chil- 
dren at the end of the second 
or third grade. We won't know 
until then whether they can 
maintain their high standings, 
or whether, cut loose from 
our special training and away 
from this special environ- 
ment, they will begin to slip 
back." 


Special Programs 


His remarkable success at 


improving the mental alert- 
ness of children by creating 
the proper environment has 
convinced Heber that public 
schools should set up pro- 
grams for the very young. 


"All kids could benefit from 


a formal education program 
beginning at age three. The 
most important thing to hap- 
pen in education, in the next 10 
years would be some system 
of formal education for very 
young children." 


Dr. Heber said most parents 


can create the appropriate 
learning e n v i r o n m e n t at 
home. But for those parents 
who can't, "Society should 
provide the proper learning 
environment outside the home 
— and as soon as possible 
after the children are born."

Ne Such Animal 


With this in mind, the Yale 


lock experts of Eaton Corpor-

The first step is to realize 


that there is no such animal 
as a totally secure home or 
apartment. No matter how 
sophisticated 
a .person be- 


comes in the art of security, 
if someone is determined to 
force his way into a home, he 
will get in. 


According to the experts, 


the secret is to make a home 
secure enough so that the 
thief will see that the risks 
outweigh the benefits. Then he 
will no doubt try an easier 
"hit" somewhere else. 


Security can be increased 


says the company, by making 
sure that there is a substan- 
tial dead bolt or dead latch 
feature incorporated into all 
exterior locks. These types of 
locks cannot be pried open. 
Auxiliary dead bolt locks are 
available for under $10 and 
most can be installed by the 
"do-it-yourself." 


Remember also that even a 


window l e f t unlocked is 
enough to ruin any security. 


Don't Leave a Note 


When you leave your home 


or apartment for a vacation, 
make sure that you have 
either phoned or written to 


the appropriate services to 
have home deliveries stopped. 
Remember, a note left on the 
door step for this purpose 
does little good in foiling 
burglaries if the thief reads 
the note. 


There is nothing more invit- 


ing to a burglar, the company 
claims, than a house that is 
dark at night, or one which 
has lights burning during the 
daylight hours. You can deter 
the would-be-burglar by ob- 
taining an automatic timing 
device designed to switch 
lights on and off at set 
intervals according to the 
firm. Better yet, use two or 
three timers. Set them logi- 
cally. L i v i n g room lights 
should go on in the evening. 
Bedroom lights should go on 
later. A bathroom light can go 
on any time. Use of these 
timers will give the illusion of 
your presence, even though 
you are cities away. 


Lock Up Accessories 


Keep ladders and tools such 


as pry bars and glass cutters 
locked up. All the locks in the 
world w o n't protect your 
home if you supply the tech- 
nology to render them use- 
less. 


Never leave a key under the 


mat of a door, or a note 


informing anyone motivated 
enough to read it, where the 
key is hidden. If you make 
this a practice, you may 
return home to find that the 
burglar has left you a thank 
you note, the firm warns. 


Just before leaving on your 


trip, inform the police and a 
trusted neighbor, that you are 
leaving town and how long 
you will be gout. Experts 
claim thsrc is r.othiug quite so 
obtrusive to a burglar as a 
police car. 


Take Inventory 


A final thing which should 


be done is to make a list of 
all valuables which are left in 
the house, including serial 
numbers. In the event of a 
burglary, police may be able 
to trace the stolen goods 
through pawn shop records 


Police also suggest that you 


take pictures of your valu- 
ables which can be used to 
help identify stolen goods. 
Some people have etched their 
driver's license number into 
all valuables for positive iden- 
tification. 


There are certain precau- 


tions you can take while you 
are home that may mean the 
difference between a robbery 
and a quiet day. Install a key- 
operated chain door guard on 


all exterior doors. 


If you are called on by a 


stranger, you will have the 
opportunity to c h e c k his 
credentials through a slightly 
opened door rather than have 
him check the value of your 
possessions while you stand 
by helplessly.

Of all the important things 


listed here, probably the most 
important, says the firm, is to 
be sure that the locks of your 
doors a r e of dependable 
quality. There can be nothing 
more disconcerting than a 
cheaply made lock which was 
easily forced open.

A white man moved, the rock 


to their ancestral graveyard, 
and placed it atop a concrete 
pedestal. Like the sacred stone, 
much of the Oneida culture that 
has survived is in New York or 
has been preserved in the 
Longhouse among the Ontario 
branch of the tribe. 


Spirit of Revival 


Among the Wisconsin branch 


of the tribe there are some who 
say i n c r e a s i n g numbers of 
Oneidas are going to New York 
and Canada to revive their 
knowledge of themselves. The 


spirit of revival that has been 
growing among other Indian 
tribes also has caught up many 
Oneidas. The young are finding

new interest in the old ways and 
the old traditions and beliefs. 


They will not tell a white man 


much about the religious as- 
pects of the movement. Their 
religion, explained Adam Web- 
ster, chairman of the Green 
Bay chapter of the American 
Indian Movement, is "some- 
thing that is among our people." 
They are afraid that the white 
man will exploit it. 


The revival takes several 


forms, depending on the indi- 


vidual or group. For some, it is 
essentially a renewal of the 
pride of being Indian. For 
others, the cultural aspects, the 
singing and the dancing, which 
also were a part of the religion, 
are being learned and practiced. 
A singing group and a dance 
group are active in the Oneida 
area of Outagamie and Brown 
counties. 


Helping the'Poor 


The AIM programs incor- 


porate aspects of the revival in 
' their efforts to improve the 
lives of the poor or those 
Indians needing help with prob- 
lems such as alcoholism. 


Kelly Stevens, a 14-year-old 


Oneida from De Pere, is work- 
ing to bring various organiza- 


tions serving Indian young peo- 
ple together to fight drug abuse 
and alcoholism. 


He said one of the activities 


offered as an alternative to the 
kind of idleness that can lead 
the young into trouble is to hold 
get-togethers at whicfi they sing 
the old songs to the traditional 
beat of a drum. 


The Oneidas were among the 


first American Indians to be 
converted to Christianity. "Now 
the young people are trying to 
return to the old beliefs," he 
said. Raised a Mormon, Kelly 
said other religions teach that 
failure to follow their rules can 
lead to hell. The Indian was 
taught that "every religion is 
right," he said, "every religion 


is meant for a different type of 
people." 


Purcell 
Powless, 
recently 


elected tribal chairman, ex- 
plained what is leading young 
people to rediscover the old 
ways. They hear of Catholics 
fighting Protestants in Ireland, 
he said for example. "That is 
what t h e y Christianized us 
against." 


Racism? 


The m o v e m e n t has not 


pleased all Oneidas. There are 
those who accuse the revivalists 
of t e a c h i n g racism against 
whites in addition to the positive 
attitudes of pride in being 
Indian. The AIM organization 
has been the object of some of 
this criticism, but its supporters 


emphatically deny the accusa- 
tions. 


"I don't have time for that 


type of foolishness," said Kelly 
Stevens. "I don't have time to 
spread hatred of the white 
man." 


He said the criticism comes 


from Indians who "talk, rather 
than do." They say AIM is too 
militant, he said. "I don't feel 
that we're militant. We're fight- 
ing for our rights."

Indians with serious problems. 
Many are victims of alcoholism.

State Is Reducing Air, Water Pollution 


Two state experts said today 


that Wisconsin is reducing both 
its air and water pollution and 
shouldn't be measured by a 
recent federal report on the 
severity of the nation's prob- 
lems. 


The annual report of the 


Council on Environmental Qual- 
ity, released by thftJVhite House 
this week, said the trend for 
improved air is positive, espe- 
cially in some major cities. But 
it cautioned that some small 
cities under 100,000 might have 
as severe a problem as the 
larger ones — a fact that hadn't 
been reported before. 


The report said water pollu- 


tion had worsened in the major 
watersheds, especially in the 
area of pollution from runoff. 


Cities Improve 


Two state 
Department 
of 


Natural Resources representa- 
tives said the report shouldn't 
be used to look at Wisconsin's 
situation. Both said air and 
water pollution problems have 
been reduced in the state, and 


would be reduced even more 
drastically in the near future. 


Douglas Evans, chief of the 


DNR air pollution control sec- 
tion, said; "All cities in Wiscon- 
sin have been improving, 
I 


would say, slowly and steadily 
on suspended particulate mat- 
ter." He also said that sulfur 
dioxide emissions had been re- 
duced, as has dustfall. 


Suspended particulate matter 


is the state's prime air pollution 
problem, and Evans' office is 
embarking on a program soon 
to control this further. 


"Our larger cities have mod- 


erate problems and our small 
cities have minor problems," he 
said. "Our rural areas usually 
come out of it clean." 


He urged that the federal 


report not be taken -at face 
value for Wisconsin because it 
considers such small cities in 
areas 
of Ohio, Pennsylvania 


and West Virginia where air 
pollution from steel mills is 
more severe. But he added that 
the state still will have trouble 


meeting the stiff federal re- 
quirements. 


Getting Better 


Jerome McKersie, chief of the 


DNR water quality evaluation 
section, said that in general, the 
water quality for the state is 
getting beer. "The unmber oi 
sewage treatment plants c o n - 
structed and upgraded in the 
past five or 10 years, and the 
improvements currently being 
made by the paper mills cause 
me to say that," he said. 


He added that paper and 


domestic w a s t e s were the 
state's most severe problems. 
These wastes steal the oxygen 
from the water. 


The federal report mentioned 


nutrient growth as a major 
concern. McKersie said that this 
also has been attacked by DNR 
orders, including 40 to 45 speci- 
:ic orders demanding that paper 
ndustries and sewage treat- 
ment plants reduce their phos- 
ihprus effluents — those caus- 
ng the algae growth. 


He said, however, that accur- 


ate reports of improved water 
quality were difficult because of 
changing water flow rates, but 
said he was convinced that the 
quality of emissions from indus- 
try and municipalities was be- 
ing upgraded. 


The report unveiled by the 


White 
House 
cautioned that 


many of the nation's parks are 
becoming overcrowded and said 
that r e s t r i c t i o n s on hotel 
accommodations and auto use 
within the parks may be neces- 
sary. 


President Nixon called Con- 


gress' Action on the problems 
"inadequate," noting that over 
20 of his major environmental 
bills were pending. He urged 
that they be enacted rapidly.

Webster did not say so. but it 
also would seem inevitable that 
the group would attract resist- 
ance and counter-criticism on 
that score.

themselves over how best to 
achieve betterment for the tribe 
and its members, pride in the 
Oneida heritage cuts across the 
lines of division. 


Tribal Chairman Powless de- 


scribed the Indian nature and 
view of life in much the same 
terms as a small group of 
people at the AIM headquarters 
a few nights later. 


'Day by Day' 


"The Indian is not a greedy 


person," said Powless Contrast- 
ing the credit-card world of the 
white man, he said, "If we miss 
a day's work, they (the whites) 
think we're losing money. We

They will not tell a white man 


much about the religious as- 
pects of the movement. Their 
religion, explained Adam Web- 
ster, chairman of the Green 
"Bay chapter of the American 
Indian 
Movement, is "some- 


thing that is among our people." 
They are afraid that the white 
man will exploit it. 


The revival takes 
several 


forms, depending on the indi- 


vidual or group. For some, it is 
essentially 
a renewal of the 


pride 
of being Indian. 
For 


others, the cultural aspects, the 
singing and the dancing, which 
also were a part of the religion, 
are being learned and practiced. 
A singing group and a dance 
group are active in the Oneida 
area of Outagamie and Brown 
counties. 


Helping the Poor 


The AIM programs incor- 


porate aspects of the revival in 
their efforts to improve the 
lives of the 
poor or 
those 


Indians needing help with prob- 
lems such as alcoholism. 


Kelly Stevens, a 14-year-old 


pneida from De Pere, is work- 
ing to bring various organiza- 


tions serving Indian young peo- 
ple together to fight drug abuse 
and alcoholism. 


He said one of the activities 


offered as an alternative to the 
kind of idleness that can lead 
the young into trouble is to hold 
get-togethers at which they sing 
the old- songs to the traditional 
beat of a drum. 


The Oneidas were among the 


first American Indians to be 
converted to Christianity. "Now 
the young people are trying to 
return to the old beliefs," he 
said. Raised a Mormon, Kelly 
said other religions teach that 
failure to follow their rules can 
lead to hell. The Indian was 
taught that "every religion is 
right," he said, "every religion 


is meant for a different type of 
people."

tribal chairman, ex- 


plained what is leading young 
people to rediscover the old 
ways. They hear of Catholics 
fighting Protestants in Ireland, 
he said for example. "That is 
what t h e y Christianized us 
against." 


Racism? 


The m o v e m e n t 
has not 


pleased all Oneidas. There are 
those who accuse the revivalists 
of t e a c h i n g racism against 
whites in addition to the positive 
attitudes of pride 
in being 


Indian. The AIM organization 
has been the object of some of 
this criticism, but its supporters 


emphatically deny the accusa- 
tions. 


"I don't have time for thac 


type of foolishness," said Kelly 
Stevens. "I don't have time to 
spread hatred of the 
white 


man." 


He said the criticism comes 


from Indians who "talk, rather 
than do." They say AIM is too 
militant, he said. "I don't feel 
that we're militant. We're fight- 
ing for our rights."

here for North Central Airlines 
since Wednesday, it was learned 
Monday. 


With the arrival of metal 


detectors expected shortly, said 
Louis Griedl, station manager, 
virtually all passengers will be 
searched. 


Delbert Drumm, manager of 


public relations in North Cen- 
tral's Minneapolis, Minn., head- 
quarters, said Monday that a 
directive that "all passengers 
are subject to search" was 
issued Wednesday pertaining to 
all 90 cities served by the 
airline. 


He said the directives 
are 


those prescribed for airlines 
nationwide by the Federal Avia- 
tion Administration since the 
recent rash of aircraft hijack- 
ings. Drumm added that prior 
to Wednesday, North Central 
personnel h a d 
been 
taking 


stricter measures, as prescribed 
by the FAA. 


Griedl and Drumm said that 


passenger response has been 
favorable. Griedl said that to 
his knowledge, there have been 
no incidents at Wittman involv- 
ing boarding passengers who 
had to be turned away. 


Griedl said he is not at liberty 


to divulge the methods used to 
determine which passengers — 
which he referred to as "se- 
lectees" — were "screened" at 
Wittman, nor what the screen- 
ing procedure involves.

The major campaign efforts of the 


Nixon and McGovern organizations 
now going on in relative quiet are the 
solicitations of the 
considerable 


amounts of funds which will be needed 
between now and November. 


According to Post-Crescent colum- 


nists Evans and Novak, the Nixon or- 
ganization stole a march on McGovern 
by lining up a considerable amount of 
financial support from members of the 
Jewish community which is tradi- 
tionally Democratic. 


But at the same time the McGovern 


outfit was making hay out in Nixon's 
backyard in California. 


Lyndon Johnson had his President's 


Club in 1964, and Nixon called a similar 
group RN Associates in 1968. Now 
McGovern has established the Woon- 
socket Club. Woonsocket, S.D., is the 


hometown of Eleanor McGovern, the 
Senator's wife. It was there that the 
McGoverns met as opponents in a high 
school debating contest. (She won). 


A membership in the Woonsocket 


Club costs a minimum of $25,000. The 
club was organized by Henry Kimel- 
man, a Washington businessman who is 
chairman of McGovern's national 
finance 
committee. 
And 
while 


McGovern has studiously avoided at- 
tendance at fund-raising affairs, he did 
attend the first get-together of the 
Woonsocket Club in Los Angeles early, 
in June. 


Kimelman says the financial goal for 


the McGovern campaign is $35 million. 
And how well the campaigns for funds 
go at this time will have a vital effect on 
how the campaign for votes goes in 
October and November. 


The Declining Birthrate 


The conclusion by the director of the 


National Fertility Study that "it seems 
clear that the immediate explanation for 
the decline in the birthrate has been a 
decline in unwanted births," may seem 
obvious to many people. But Dr. Charles 
Westoff s statement backing up a study 
that gives information on contraceptive 
practices is really emphasis upon the 
"dramatic improvement in the use of 
more effective methods of contracep- 
tion." 


The survey showed that there has 


been a gradual change in the last decade 
from 
less 
reliable 
contraceptive 


methods to the pill, sterilization of both 
men and women and. the intrauterine 
device. Surprisingly perhaps, the study 
showed 
further 
that 
"voluntary 


sterilization has become the most 
popular method of contraception 
currently used by older couples (in 
which the wife is between ages 30 and 
45). Twent3'-five per cent of such 
couples had undergone sterilization. 
One difference is that among black 
couples, it is more often the woman who 
is sterilized. Among white couples, it is 
the man. The difference is not great in 
either case, however. 


The study also showed that "pill 


scares" did little to reduce the use of 
that method even temporarily and the 
percentage of all married couples using 
some form of contraception who chose 
the pill climbed from 24 to 34 in live 
years. The intrauterine device use 


increased almost sevenfold but was still 
much below the pill in popularity. 
Everything else, including the rhythm 
method, declined in use. 


The important aspect of the findings 


is that unwanted children are not com- 
ing into the world in such large 
numbers. Whatever one's religious or 
personal beliefs about the purposes of 
sexual intercourse, there should be 
some rejoicing over the fact that more 
babies when born are desired by their 
parents. Perhaps there is the element of 
selfishness, of confusion over values, of 
physical indulgence, of a serious lack of 
forebearance, love, compassion and un- 
derstanding in the couple that wants no 
children or a small family. But this is no 
reason to visit the sins of the parents 
upon the child. There are too many 
beaten babies and children otherwise 
neglected or abused to encourage the 
birth of those not wanted. Abstinence, 
effective contraception or abortion are 
the only methods of prevention and the 
first two are the most preferable. 


Undoubtedly, the current concern 


over the population explosion, the 
dangers of greater pollution, the emer- 
gence of women's lib ideas all have 
contributed to the present climate when 
not having large families is the "in" 
thing. This may be temporary. But at 
least there is more information now on 
effective 
contraception and new 


evidence that more Americans are 
taking advantage of it. 


Improving Medical Problems 


The Chinese claim to have eradicat- 


ed or put under careful control such 
human plagues as venereal disease, 
drug addiction, cholera, tuberculosis, 
malaria and smaller nuisance diseases 
such as chicken pox and measles. In 
spite of the bosh that often comes out in 
the pronouncements from totalitarian 
regimes, it seems likely that the Chinese 
are telling the truth. 


Except in the areas of such afflic- 


tions as cancer, emotional disturbance 
and some remote diseases caused by 
unisolated viruses, there is no longer a 
purely medical reason why these situa- 
tions cannot be cleared up. This ob- 
viously is a boon in dictatorial countries. 
When the high command says that 
something will be done, it will be done 
after a few heads quite probably have 
rolled. 


Prostitutes, according to the word 


from Peking, were rounded up, treated, 
given the thoughts of Chairman Mao to 
keep them straight and sent out to fac- 
tories and farms. Drug addicts had 
similar treatment. Sellers were dealt 
with "severely." Treatment was man- 
datory in all disease or drug cases that 
were detected. There was no nonsense 
about free will or civil rights. 


But while such stern measures are 


anathema to Americans, there are other 
aspects of the 
Chinese 
medical 


approach that could be developed in 
other parts of the world including this 
country. While the orders came down 
from the top and certainly there must 
have been and still is a lot of 
bureaucratic bungling, the Chinese 
have made intelligent use of the less 
educated but still competent "barefoot 
doctors" and more minor health aides. 


It is the job of the health worker in 


both urban and rural areas to give in- 
jections, treat minor injuries, to some 


extent note the more obvious signs of 
disease. He or she also has the respon- 
sibility of following up cases such as the 
proper medication for tuberculosis or 
shots for a newborn baby. The barefoot 
doctor takes the next step, using 
acupuncture sometimes, herb medicines 
which have been scientifically proven, 
according to the Chinese, and is 
qualified to send patients on to medical 
clinics if necessary. There a combina- 
tion of medical doctors, nurses, interns 
and specialists take over. 


It is no news to many Americans 


that there must be more breaking down 
of medical responsibilities if more 
people are to receive adequate treat- 
ment in this country. There are not 
enough licensed physicians and nurses 
to go around. Employment of practical 
nurses, nurse aides, medical assistants 
including discharged military medics, 
has been successful in some areas but 
has not spread out enough. 


American medicine is an interna- 


tional success. Those requiring special 
treatment come, to our clinics and 
specialists come from all over the world. 
We have thousands of dedicated 
brilliant men and women in the field. 


But there is more to learn in that 


field. Already American doctors have 
shown interest in acupuncture, once 
considered just an old Chinese supersti- 
tion. Clearly we have not found the 
answer to drug abuse. The incidence of 
venereal disease is growing in spite of 
available cures. Bringing the latest 
treatment to those in small communi- 
ties or centers of poverty is difficult and 
often not accomplished. 


Obviously we cannot improve 


medical assistance through dictatorial 
methods. But there are improvements 
that can be made even without the 
thoughts of Chairman Mao.
